Los Angeles Angels has a rig which he is going to send to Father Dave 
as soon as transportation can be arranged. When CESAE is next heard, 
his signal will be boosted considerably by an amplifier sent to him by the 
Northern California DX Association. 


There was a one day only operation from the island, using the call 
CEfAC, but arrangements for the cali's use were made verbally, and no 
documentation exists, Therefore, this operation is not expected to 
count for DXCC, 


KHS PALMYRA, KH5K KINGMAN REEF... 

Jan Gould, WA6YQW has provided more infomation on this expedition, 

In a recent letter, she states that they will be active from both locations 
at the same time. They will begin on Palmyra, with WA6YQW, K2HFX 
and K6LPL will be the operators, using the call K6LPL/KHS. Twelve 
hours later, operation is expected to begin on Kingman Reef, Operators 
there will be WA2FIJ, KB5FU, and WDS5FJL, using the call WA2FIJ/KHSK. 
Operation is expected to start 4Jan, 1980, and last until 9Jan. They plan 
to operate all bands, 160-10, all modes, with the exception of 40 meters, 
where they must operate cw only. They may operate only in the 
American phone band. However, since they will be outside Region 2, they 
- may not operate above 7,1mc. 


Due to exotic transportation involved (charter plane and boat), costs are 
already above $20,000, and at this time, no support has been received 
from any of the DX foundations. Any donations will help, and may be sent 
to WA2FIJ.
